SAYS LUTHERAN 
SCHOOLS MIGHT 
SOLVE PROBLEM 


The possibility of establishing Lu­ 
theran parochial schools and the 
need for Lutheran unity were out­ 
lined Wednesday afternoon by the 
Rev. Carl E. Lund-Quist executive 
secretary of the Division of Public 
Relations of the National Lutheran 
council, during the course of a Semi­ 
nary Week lecture delivered |n the 
Church of the Abiding Presence on 
the seminary campus. 
A former member of the executive 
committee of the World Student 
Christian Federation and now a 
member of the executive committee 
of the United Student Christian 
Council, he headed public relations 
when the Lutheran World Federa­ 
tion was organized at Lund. Sweden, 
in 1947. 
Decision Is Needed 
"Have we reached the point where 
the churches must set up schools, 
at below college level?” Lund-Quist 
asked. “I am not too certain that 
the public school system is the an ­ 
swer we seek. We have removed 
Christian education from the public 
schools. 
We have made a half­ 
hearted attem pt to teach Christian­ 
ity 
to childre** through Sunday 
schools and church schools. But I 
am afraid that a decision is being 
forced on us, lf we do not want a 
completely Godless generation.” 
Lund-Quist added that “Wk can­ 
not long delay facing the question 
of Lutheran unity. It is unfortunate 
th at at this lime when we should be 
contributing our share to Protest­ 
antism we must spend our time seek­ 
ing to unite the Lutherans, and set 
our own house in order. 
The speaker termed “disturbing,” 
the loss of professional people from 
the Lutheran church, and the loss 
of “the great masses in the urban 
I areas .” He said it is “the same pat­ 
tern th at took place in Europe de- 
| cades ago. The church has not yet 
J found means of reaching the masses 
I in the industrialized areas, and we 
have not yet learned how to serve 
i the professional people ”

Must Replace Substances 
'It is important for the doctor to 
replace these substances in proper 
amount. 
Too 
strong a 
solution 
causes further dehydration of the 
body cells. Not enough as in the 
case of potassium can bring on 
heart failure, breathing difficulty, 
and also temporary paralysis of the 
bowels. Alkalies are needed in dia­ 
betic coma, but if given in starva­ 
tion problems can hasten death,” 
he said. 
Attention to these details lowers 
death rates, but it is obvious that 
he intricate chemical analysis in­ 
volved Is one of the big factors in­ 
creasing the cost of medical care, 
the speaker added.

INTO THE PEACEFUL HARBOR 
I get many letters from people 
who are in their eighties, and re­ 
cently one came from an old friend 
of mine to whom I delivered news­ 
papers when a student in college— 
Mr. A. P. Elder, of Ottawa, Kansas, 
who had just celebrated his 95th 
birthday! There is one noticeable 
thing about these letters from peo­ 
ple in their extended youth, and it 
is this—cheerfulness and peace of 
mind. 
Dante, 
the 
great 
Italian 
poet, 
uses the illustration of a ship com­ 
ing into harbor, when it “lets down 
his sails, and enters it gently, with 
slight headway on, so we ought to 
let down the sails of our worldly 
pursuits, an d . turn to God with all 
our understanding and heart, so 
that wre may come to that heaven 
with all composure and with all 
peace.” 
The w’ell-spent life has few re­ 
grets. Who is he who cannot read 
the salty sayings of George Ber­ 
nard Shaw without a chuckle? This 
unusual man, now in his 92nd year, 
has no immediate date with any­ 
thing but life. In a recent book, 
“Days with Bernard Shaw,” he is 
quoted as having said: “Ibsen, once 
the greatest writer in the world, 
wore himself aw-ay and at 76 became 
a child again trying to begin once 
more at pothooks and hangers. I am 
the first to guard my health as 
well as my genius. The danger is 
that I shall outlive my welcome.” 
Well, no one like Shaw will “out­ 
live” the welcome of his fellowmen 
so long as he keeps a spirit as alive 
as his. There are those who have

Siaw ’s age! 
The beauty of Autumn is in its 
brilliant coloring and resignation. 
It is an example of fulfilment. A.

says President T rum an’s 
adm inistration 
"believes 
whole­ 
heartedly in free enterprise capital­ 
ism—but it insists on free enterprise 
fairness." 
• "The fewer crutches we must pro­ 
vide this economy, the better we’ll 
like It,” Myers told the Association 
of 
Ice Cream 
M anufacturers of 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and D ela­ 
ware and the Linen .Supply Associa­ 
tion of America yesterday. 
Myers is deputy Democratic leader 
of the Senate. He addressed the 
two associations separately. 
Promises Help 
‘‘I can say now flatly th at this 
adm inistration is intent on helping 
business to prosper.’" Myers said. 
He added th a t continued full em ­ 
ployment is the answer to talk of 
a business recession that would en­ 
danger the nation’s economy: 
Talking to the Ice cream m anu­ 
facturers, Myers said: "If trcistness 
will get out and sell—at buyers’ 
prices—and if the mass of consum­ 
ers can feel reasonably secure in 
their jobs—and that. too. is largely 
up to foresighted businessmen, then 
government is not going to upset 
anyone’s applecart. 
"The only time business need fear 
government interference of the kind 
it doesn’t like is when business can’t 
Fell its goods 
and 
can’t 
provide 
jobs." 
In his address to the Linen Supply 
Association. Myers said: "It is vir­ 
tually impossible to cut government 
spending by a sufficient am ount in 
this coming fiscal year and in the 
next few fiscal years to enable us to 
reduce the national debt by any 
sizable am ount.” 
Home Prediet ions 
Myers set three weeks from now 
as the tim e he thinks the Atlantic 
treaty will come before the Senate. 
In an interview he said the fed­ 
eral government is committed to 
expenditures for the military, in­ 
terest on the National debt. veter­ 
ans benefits and foreign aid. 
"The Atlantic Pact will go through, 
but there will be a fight on imple­ 
m entation of the treaty by provid­ 
ing arms.’” he said. 
Myers said he did not believe 
President T rum an’s national health 
program would become law. but that 
Congress may appropriate funds to 
assist medical students and increase 
hospital bed space.
